Tile records date as fiir hack a.s 
17ÎÎ7, nnd have to do,with the rt>gis> 
tratîims of donations of the court 
of IlHnois and with the earliest his­ 
tory of tho Prnrie state. The oldest 
is a ret'ord of the court during tho 
years 1737 to 170Ü, It is written In 
Frcneh, and is fairly legibliî. In- 
.scribed on tho initial page in “Heeord 
of tlie Registrations of J)onalion8 of 
thè Court of Illinois.’’ ThiiJ is at 
least one of 
the fourteen 
record 
books which the clerk was required 
to keep by the French govon\ment. 
It is presumed that tho others have 
been destroyed. 


The purpose of tlio record wau to 
funiish the court with copies of do­ 
nations of i)roperty, both persomtl 
and real, whether inttdo between tho 
living or by last testament and will 
of tho parties thereto. Owing to the 
dtMîds Iwing drawn by ro^al notaries, 
who had jurisdiction in all cases in 
which'there were no litigations, the 
French govermnent required, for the 
complete preservation of these im­ 
portant records of transfers of prop­ 
erty their registration at the nearest 
court. 


Contracts of marriages arc record­ 
ed in connection with thu largest 
number of deed.s or gifts contained 
in this record book, so that the vol­ 
ume is of inestimable value to thoau 
interested in local geneology. 


It was retpiircd by tho government 
that the judge of tiio local court of 
Illinois inspect this regitster annually 
to ascertain if it was kept in accord­ 
ance with the edicts of the sovereigns 
lie judge invaribly,, after the in- 
.spection, made a record of the fact. 
As is iudieated bÿ the record in latter 
(iars of the French rule, the offi- 
ialb of tho district of lllinoi.s became 
careless. This was during the per­ 
iod of the French and Indian war.
